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During the SY 2017-18, California and Texas had the highest number of EL students who speak Vietnamese out of 
all ELs (27,573 and 14,361 students, respectively). Washington state had the third highest number of ELs who speak 
Vietnamese at 3,714 students. While Washington was in the third place in terms of the number of EL Vietnamese 
speakers, that number was significantly lower than California’s (over seven times lower) and Texas’ (almost four 
times lower). In fact, Washington’s number of ELs who speak Vietnamese was much closer to Minnesota, which 
was only the 10th most populous state in terms of ELs who speak Vietnamese, than to Texas, which was the second.
